Beloved  Brethren,  and  Respected  Friends, 

WHOEVER  admits  the  truth  of  Prophecy  and  of  Chriftianity, 
muft  believe  that  a  period  will  arrive  when  the  w  king¬ 
doms  of  the  world  (hall  become  the  kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and 
of  his  Chrift.’*  We  do  not  know  when  this  glorious  event 
(hall  take  place,  but  we  have  reafon  to  believe  that  it  is  fall  ap¬ 
proaching  :  perhaps  it  is  even  at  our  doors.  It  is  not,  however, 
to  be  expeXed,  that  the  nations  who  know  not  God,  can 
believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard,  or  hear  without 
a  Preacher;  or  that  thefe  heralds  of  falvation  can  preach  except 
they  are  fent.  The  converfion  of  the  Heathen  is  therefore  clofely 
connected  with  the  means  which  God  has  appointed  for  its 
accomplifhment ;  namely,  that  his  fervants  (hould  "  go  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gofpel  to  every  creature.,, 

With  an  eye  to  this  important  event,  you  know  that,  for  a  feries 
of  years  paft,  we  have  fent  forth  Miffionaries  into  different  parts 
of  the  earth,  and  we  have  annually  laid  before  you  the  various 
fucceffes  with  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  blefs  their  labours  of 
love.  As  another  year  has  elapfed,  we  again  prefent  you  with  our 
annual  ftatement,  that  you  may  be  enabled  to  contemplate  the 
bleffed  effects  of  your  own  liberality  through  the  grace  of  God. 
And  we  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  be  urged  by  the  pleafing  re- 
fleXions  which  it  will  afford,  not  only  to  continue,  but  even  to 
increafe  your  aXs  of  benevolence  towards  thefe  outcafts  of  fociety, 
as  God  fhall  have  given  you  ability. 

Perhaps  fome  of  you  may  have  been  taught  by  painful  ex¬ 
perience,  that  money  wafted  in  prodigality,  although  it  may  afford 
a  momentary  gratification,  is  always  followed  by  the  ftings  of 
remorfe.  But  fuch  portions  of  your  property  as  have  been  ex¬ 
pended  in  promoting  the  caufe  of  Chrift,  will  furnifh  refleXions 
which  you  may  review  with  pleafure  in  your  departing  moments. 
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And  the  oppofite  fenfations  which  are  thus  excited,  are  only  the 
harbingers  of  that  contrail  which  wilt  appear  without  mitigation 
or  alloy  throughout'  eternity*  But  thefe  general  reflections  mull 
now  giye  place  to  a  diftin£l  furvey  of  each  million. 

;  I.  ANTIGUA. 

NOTHING  of  an  important  nature  has  taken  place  in  this 
iiland  iince  our  laft  report.  Our  Miflionaries  continue  to  enjoy 
the  protection  of  the  Government,  and,  in  contequence  of  this,  are 
favoured  with  unmolefted  peace.  It  appears  from  the  Minutes  of 
the  DiftriCl-meeting,  held  in  this  place  in  April  laft,  that  religion 
prefented,  on  the  whole,  a  favourable  appearance,  and  gave  a 
Itrong  promife  of  approaching  profperity.  The  month  of  May 
confirmed  what  April  had  promifed,  although  no  confiderable 
addition  was  made  to  the  Society.  <c  It  is  with  pleafure,”  one  of 
our  Miflionaries  obferves,  u  I  tranfmit  the  information,  that  our 
profpeCts  in  this  place  continue  bright  and  gratifying.  Vail 
numbers,  in  every  part  of  the  Circuit,  flock  to  the  faered  ftandard, 
and  feem  eager  to  embrace  imparted  truth we  therefore  hope 
that  the  feed  will  not  be  Town  in  vain,  but  accomplilh  thofe  noble 
purpofes  which  the  God  of  eternal  truth  defigned. 

In  the  month  of  June,  a  new  Chapel  was  opened  in  Englilh 
Harbour  5  in  which  place  the  profpeCts  were  very  flattering  j  and 
throughout  the  country  the  Societies  were  in  a  thriving  ftate.  In 
St.  John’s  the  congregation  was  large  and  refpeCtable,  although 
the  Society  was  not  in  fo  flourilhing  a  condition  as  could  be 
wilhed.  This,  on  the  whole,  may  be  eafily  accounted  for,  as  too 
many  of  the  Negroes,  of  whom  it  is  chiefly  compofed,  being  en¬ 
tirely  untutored  in  their  younger  years,  are  fickle  in  their  manners ; 
and  fometimes  they  grow  carelefs  as  foon  as  their  fir  ft  impreflions 
have  begun  to  fubfide.  In  addition  to  this,  death  makes  great 
havoc  among  them :  and,  not  unfrequently,  being  folely  at  the 
difppfal  of  their  mailers,  they  are  removed  from  place  to  place, 
where  they  have  but  few  opportunities  of  enjoying  any  public 
ordinances.  On  thefe  accounts  the  numbers  now  in  Society  are 
rather  lefs  than  they  have  been  on  fome  former  occalions.  We 
can  neyerthelefs  ftate,  that  we  have  Hill  2,28fi  members ;  but  of 
£hefe  no  more  than  23  are  Whites,  the  reft  beiug  either  Coloured 
People  or  flacks. 

II.  ST.  CHRISTOPHER’S. 

OUR  accounts  from  this  iiland,  are  by  no  means  fo  full  and 
circumftantial  as  we  could  wilh.  But  though  they  are  ihort,  they 
are  fatisfa.Clory,  in  proportion  to  the  information  which  they 
contain.  It  is  true  that  at  Old  Road  many  members  have  been 
expelled  for  improper  conduct  \  but  the  vacancies  occafioned  by 
their  expulfion  have  been  fupplied  by  new  converts^  aftfj  we  trull 
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that  the  Society  has  been  much  profited  by  the  exchange.  To 
be  compelled  to  put  from  us  thofe  who  would  gladjy  remain  in 
our  connexion,  is  in  itfelf  an  unpleafant  work;  but  there  is  a  duty 
which  we  owe  to  God  and  to  his  caufe,  that  rifes  fuperior  to 
individual  feeling,  and  private  confideration.  To  depart  from 
iniquity,  is  the  great  and  universal  condition  upon  which  members 
are  admitted  into  our  fociety,  and  upon  which  they  are  permitted 
to  continue  among  us.  But  whenever  any  depart  from  this  rule* 
we  bear  with  them  for  a  feafon,  and  admonifh  them  of  their  error  • 
but  when  repeated  admonition  is  found  to  be  inefFe&uaL  they 
have  no  more  a  place  in  our  community.  3 

In  this  ifland,  as  well  as  in  Antigua,  the  Government  is  friendly 
to  our  caufe.  The  Magiftrates,  and  thofe  who  have  the  admini- 
lt ration  of  power,  perceive  the  benefits  which  refult  from  a  diffufion 
of  religious  knowledge,  that  is  not  merely  fpeculative,  but  experi¬ 
mental  and  pra£Hcal.  Through  thefe  favourable  circumftances 
the  door  is  open  for  the  preaching  of  the  Word,  and  in  confequence 
of  it,  multitudes  flock  to  hear.  But  though  favourable  circum¬ 
stances  may  concur,  though  Paul  may  plant  and  Apollos  may 
water,  it  is  God  alone  who  can  blefs  the  Word,  and  give  the 
mcreafe. .  W e  truft  that  thefe  aufpicious  prefages  will  fliortly  iflue 
m  a  glorious  harveft  of  converted  fouls.  Our  number  in  fociety 
amounts  to  2,119,  of  which  26  only  are  Whites.  1 

III.  NEVIS. 

IN  our  laft  Report,  the  religious  condition  of  this  ifland  was 
Rated  to  be  deplorable.  This  was,  in  a  great  meafure,  occafioned 
by  the  death  of  a  Miflionary,  which  left  the  ifland  for  fome  months 
unprovided  for.  Since  that  time,  this  vacancy  has  been  fupplied 
and  the  people  have  feen  the  dawning  of  brighter  days.  From 
a  letter,  written  in  January  1812,  we  learn,  that  though  death  had 
taken  many  from  time  into  eternity,  fifty-nine  had  been  added  to 
the  furvivors.  _  In  addition  to  this,  the  Spiritual  ft  ate  of  the  fociety 
was  at  that  time  in  a  far  more  profperous  condition  than  it  had 
been  for  many  preceding  months,  but  it  had  not  then  regained  its 
ancient  profperity. 

From  another  letter  we  take  the  following  extract,  « I  am  happy 
to  inform  you  and  the  Committee,  that  the  Lord  is  blefling  our 
endeavours  to  do  good.  Our  congregations  are  increafing  in 
number  and  refpe&ability;  indeed,  fo  much  fo,  that  our  large 
Chapel  in  the  town,  is  not  fufliciently  large  to  contain  thofe  who 
aflemble  to  hear  the  word  of  eternal  life.  We  have  added  about 
fixty  perfons  to  the  fociety  within  the  laft  three  weeks.  It  is  faid 
that  there  never  was  fuch  a  profpedt  at  Nevis  before,  as  there  is  at 
prefent.  Laft  fabbath  there  were  a  number  of  perfons  who  ftood 
in  the  open  air  morning  and  evening,  the  Chapel  being  too  much 
crowded  to  admit  them.  In  the  country  places,  our  encouragement

is  not  lefs  flattering fo  that  if  nothing  unforefeen  happen  to 
blaft  our  blooming  profpe&s,  we  truft  this  year,  through  Divine 
grace,  to  fee  hundreds  of  the  inhabitants  truly  converted  to  God.” 
In  this  ifland  our  number,  like  that  of  laft  year,  is  ftated  to 
be  882.  ■ ; 

IV.  ST.  BARTHOLOMEW’S. 

WE  exprefled  a  hope,  when  our  laft  Report  was  written,  that, 
on  the  appearance  of  this,  we  fhould  be  able  to  prefent  to  our 
readers  fome  more  pleafing  accounts  concerning  this  ifland,  than 
were  then  in  our  pofleflion.  But  though,  in  fome  meafure,  thefe 
hopes  have  been  realized,  they  have  not  fully  anfwered  our 
expectations.  For  as  this  is  a  foreign  ifland,  belonging  to  the 
Swedes,  we  have  had  many  unforefeen  difficulties  to  encounter; 
Some  neceffary  arrangements  have,  however,  been  made,  and  we 
truft  that  the  fociety  is  in  a  fair  way  of  being  reftored  to  that 
purity,  from  which  it  had  unhappily  fallen. 

Early  in  May  laft,  this  ifland  was  vifited  by  one  of  our  regular 
Miffionaries,  from  whom  we  learn,  that,  in  confequence  of  thofe 
caufes  which  we  ftated  in  our  laft,  the  congregations  had  been  for 
a  long  time  dwindling  away,  and  that  many  of  the  fociety  had 
grown  weary  in  well-doing.  On  his  arrival,  they,  however,  once 
more  rallied  round  the  half-deferted  ftandard,  and  exprefled  a  wil- 
lingnefs  to  be  reftored  to  that  order  from  which  they  had  departed. 
“  We  have  had,”  he  obferves,  “  a  great  in-gathering  fince  I  came 
to  this  place.  Our  congregations  are  fo  large,  that  the  Chapel 
will  not  contain  them  *,  and  the  people  feem  willing  to  fubfcribe 
towards  the  enlargement  of  it.  This  we  certainly  fhould  do, 
were  it  not  for  the  late  American  embargo,  which  has  made  pro- 
vifions  exceedingly  dear.  We  fear  that  this  is  an  obftacle  which 
will  not  foon  be  furmounted ;  but  we  neverthelefs  hope,  that  the 
work  of  God  will  fhortly  flourifli  throughout  the  ifland.  We 
eftimate  our  numbers  in  this  place  at  200. 

V.  TORTOLA,  AND  THE  OTHER  BRITISH  VIRGIN 

ISLANDS. 

DURING  feveral  years  paft,  the  work  of  God  has  been,  on  the 
whole,  in  a  profperous  ftate  in  thefe  iflands  *,  and  we  have  (till  the 
pleafure  to  obferve,  that  no  change  to  its  difadvantage  has  recently 
taken  place.  We  have  ftated,  in  a  former  Report,  that  public 
worffiip  had  obtained  fuch  a  refpeftable  footing  in  thefe  parts,  that 
it  was  treated  with  outward  reverence,  even  by  thofe  who  knew 
not  God.  But  religion,  in  Tortola  and  its  dependencies,  is  not 
confined  to  outward  decorum,  and  cuftomary  veneration.  This 
facred  principle  has  penetrated  the  hearts  of  multitudes,  who,  in 
their  lives  and  converfation,  witnefs  a  good  confeflion.  Of  this 
£a&,  the  following  extra®  from  an  official  letter,  figned  by  fixteen 
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n  principal  members,  will  bear  ampleteftimony

Some  old  back- 
ihders,  who  for  years  paft  have  negleded  the  falvation  of  their 

iouls,  now  come  trembling  and  weeping,  and  anxioufly  wiih  to  be 

again  reftored  to  the  fociety.  In  addition  to  thefe,  vaft  numbers 

?fJTg.pe0pk’  both,male  and  female,  who  ufed  to  fpend  their 
labbaths  in  noting  and  drunkennefs,  now  flock  to  the  houfe  of 

Ood  to  hear  his  word  preached.  Many  of  thefe  have  been  cut  to 
the  heart;  and  not  a  few  have  found  peace  with  God..  Our 
Chapel  is  fo  full,  that  multitudes  who  come,  cannot  enter  the 
doors,  in  confequence  of  which  the  yard  is  crowded  with  attentive 
hearers.  Another  circumftance,  which  ftill  adds  to  the  grati- 
ficatios  that  this  pleafing  account  affords,  ;is,  that  this  glorious 
revival  is  not  confined  to  a  folitary  place.  “  Our  congregations,” 
jt  is  obferved  m  another  letter,  “  both  in  town  and  country,  a?e 
large  andrelpeftable.  Numbers  of  people  are  flocking  to  join  the 
fociety  in  every  place;  and  feme  within  a  fhort  time,  have  been 
avingly  converted  to  Gpd.”  At  Frenchman’s  Quay,  Carrot  Bay, 

ta^'End’ Road  T°w"»  and  other,  places,  an  in-gathering  has  been 
made.  Many  in  thefe  place?  are  groaning  for  redemption  in  the 
blood  of  Jefus ;  and  others  have.  found  peace  with  God.  Our 
friends,  however,  have  not  been  minute  in  fending  an  exadb 
account  .of  tlie  members  in  fociety.  We  muff,  therefore,  ftate 
them  as  laft  year,  at  2,176.  ’ 

VI.  ST.  THOMAS,  and  the  of  her  VIRGIN  ISLANDS 

LATELY  CAPTURED. 

IN  thefe  iflands,  the  work  of  God  has  been  lefs  profperous  of 
late,  than  its  early  promifes  induced  us  to  expeft.  This  want  of 
profperity  does  not,  arife.  from  the  difinclination  of  the  people  to 
hear  die  word,  but  (  from  .  more  ,  formidable  obftacles,  which,  we 
tear,  it  will  be  no  eafy  matter  to  remove.,  For,  although  thefe 
territories  are  annexed  Jp,  the  Britift  crown,  the  original  Dutch 
laws  Kill  reinain  in  force  ;  and  religious  intolerance  feems  to  be 
interwoven  wjth  their  coppution,  as  well,  as  deeply  rooted  in  the 

!leartj-A  tbo/®  w;b<3 adminiftration  of  them.  However, 
f  V  which  the  Prince.  Regent  has  lately,  fent  to  the  conquered 
colonies,  commanding  .  that  the  Miflionaries  fliall  be  encouraged 
tor  the  fpreading  of  Chriflkmity  and  the  knowledge  of  Chrift,  will, 
we  doubt  not,  afford  us  fome  immediate  relief.  And  when  we 
confider  the^great  . liberality  of  our  Government,  which  has  been 
iuliy  wanuelted  on  n^any.iipportantpccafions,  we  truft  that  a  wide 
and  open  .door  wi}l  uptime  be  granted  us,  through  the  grace  and 
providence  of  Godj  ior,  the  promulgation  of  the  Gofp&l,  in  thefe 
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and  all  the  conquered  colonies.  But  (canty  as  our  preaching  here 
has  hitherto  been,  God  has  been  pleafed  to  blefs  the*  endeavours  of 
his  fervants.  Many  have  received  the  word  with  joy,  atid  proved 
by  their  behaviour  that  they  have  not  received  the  gf ace  of  God  in 
vain.  Thefe  are,  however,  at  prefent,  left  as  (beep  without 
a  (hepherd,  and  we  have  our  fears  that  feveral  among  them  have 
fuffered  lofs  in  their  fouls.  Our  fociety  confifts  of  69  members. 

VII.  ST.  EUSTATIUS.

In  this  ifland  we  really  enjoy  that  long-wiffied-f6r,r  yef  ,uhr 
exposed  profperity,  which  we  anticipate  for  the  foreign  Virgin 
IfMnds.  Long,  very  long,  were  the  inhabitants  of  S.t.  Euftatius 
compelled  to  fit  in  darknefs  and  the  (hadow  of 5  death,  while, 
through  the  persecuting  fpirit  of  their  Governors,  vve  could  do 
nothing  but  mourn  over  their  diftrefies.  At  length,  the  Day-fpring 
from  on  high  has  vifited  them,  by  removing  the  obstacles,  and 
mafeirtg  our  way  clear  before  us.  At  prefent,1  the  fociety  Is'/in 
a  profperous  ftate,  and  tile  members  are  mereafing  both  in*  number 
and  in  piety.  The  peace  which  they5 enjoy, '  pteferits *  d  /ttriking 
contraft  to  the  opposition  and  intolerance  of  Former  years-;  and 
many  of  the  old  members  look  back  with  a  kind  of  pleafing  attp? 
nifhment  on  the  difficulties  through  which  God  has  brought  them. 
This  reflection  now  furniffies  an  occafion  of  grateful  .hohiage, 
which  would  other  wife  have  been'  unknown ;  and  teaches  them  to 
prize  and  iniproVe  'the  privileges  vyhich  they  now  enjoys  That 
God  brings  good  Out  of  evil j  is  a  principle  which  profefibrs  have 
long  adopted ;  but  it  is  not  often  that  we  (hall  (hid  it  fo  fully 
exemplified,  as  in  the  viciffitudes  of  St.  Euftatius.  Our  number 
here  is  246.

FOR  fome  years  paft,  the  fociety  and  congregations  hi  ;t5irs 
ifland  #ere  in  a  forlorn  condition.  TMs  wa§  chiefly  owing  to  the 
death  «£  our  Miffionaries,  and  to  thofe  difafters  which  were  the 
neceflary  confequences  of  this  awful  visitation.  But  fince  others 
have  been  again' ft  ationed  among  the  people,  they  have  feen  better 
days.  Our  principal  focieties  are  in  Rbfeauj  .and  Prince  RUperPs 
Bay ;;  in  both  of  which  places  the  people  are  athirft  for  the  grace 
of  God,  and  the  congregations  are  large,  and  attentive  tio  what 
they  hear.  Neither  are  they  mere  hearers  only.  Many,  fince  our 
lafl  Report,  have  joined  the  fociety;  and  from  their  flourifliing 
ftate,  and  the  pleafing  profpe&s  which  are  before  us,  we  hope 
their  numbers  will  be  foon  augmented.  We  have  now  in  fociety, 
throughout  the  ifland,  755  members,  and  we  truft  that  many 
among  them  are  truly  alive  to  God.  Thtis  far  no  legal  interruption 
has  impeded  their  progrefs,  though  for  fome  time  a  threatening 
cloud  feemed  to  hang  over  them.  This,  if  it  be  not  difperfed,  has 
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hot  been  permitted  to  burft  forth ;  and  we  hope  that  it  will  urge 
both  Mimonaries  and  people  to  improve  their  privileges  while  they 
are  in  their  power  *,  that  by  walking  with  fuch  circumfpeflion  as 
becometh  the  Gofpel,  they  may  finally  efcape  the  fufpended  blow. 


IX.  ST.  VINCENT'S* 

IT  is  a  fentiment  of  infpiration,  that  “  when  the  judgments  of 
God  are  abroad  in  the  earth,  the  inhabitants  thereof  will  learn 
righteoufnefs.”  This  truth  has  been  remarkably  exemplified  in 
St.  Vincent’s  during  the  late  eruption  of  a  volcano,  which  at  once 
terrified  the  inhabitants,  and  fpread  devaftation  through  many 
plantations. 

It  was  on  Monday,  the  27th  of  April,  1812,  that  a  tremendous 
explofion  burft  from  the  mountain,  with  fuch  unexampled  violence, 
that  the  ifland  was  fhaken  from  its  centre  to  its  circumference,  and 
the  found  was  diftin£tly  heard  in  Tortola,  which  is  more  than  300 
miles  diftant-  This  was  inftantly  fucceeded  by  an  immenfe  column 
of  fulphureous  fmoke,  intermingled  with  fire,  which  arofe  in  the 
vicinity  of  an  old  crater,  and  was  followed  by  vaft  quantities  of 
volcanic  matter ;  fo  that  the  whole  furface  of  the  earth,  for  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance,  was  covered  with  afhes  which  proceeded  from 
the  bowels  of  the  mountain.  In  this  ftate  things  continued  with 
fome  trifling  variations,  until  the  night  of  Thurfday,  when  the 
mountain  burft  forth  in  a  tremendous  blaze,  throwing  up  huge 
columns  of  fire  and  red  hot  ftone,  which  in  their  movements 
refembled  the  ftars  of  rockets,  but  on  a  fcale  too  fublime  to  be 
imitated.  The  noife  appeared  to  be  that  of  all  the  elements  com¬ 
bined  in  all  their  violence.  At  the  fame  time  the  rivers  of  red 
hot  lava,  which  ftreamed  down  the  fides  of  the  mountain,  and 
poured  along  through  the  vales,  heightened  the  horrid  grandeur  of 
the  fcene.  To  add  to  the  confternation  of  the  inhabitants,  while 
vegetation  and  whatever  was  combuftible,  were  perifhing  in  the 
increafing  fires,  the  earth  trembled  beneath  their  feet,  while  the 
roar  of  thunder  and  the  blaze  of  lightning,  which  encircled  them 
in  every  direction,  threatened  an  approaching  diflolution  of  nature. 
It  was  not  till  fome  time  in  May,  that  this  awful  vifitation  fub- 
fided.  Of  the  damage  done  by  the  eruption,  our  accounts  have  not 
tranfmitted  any  eftimate  to  us.  Many  lives  have  been  loft ;  much 
cattle  have  been  deftroyed  j  and  feveral  plantations  have  been 
ruined. 

On  Friday,  the  lft  of  May,  fome  hundreds  of  perfons  flocked 
to  the  Chapel  to  feek  the  favour  of  that  God  whofe  milder  warn¬ 
ings  had  been  treated  with  difregard.  Our  miflionaries  endea¬ 
voured  to  improve  the  folemn  occafion,  and  multitudes  feemed  to 
be  deeply  affected :  but  time  only  can  determine  if  thefe  ferious 
impreffions  will  be  lafting.  Thus  far,  it  appears,  that  they  have 
not  fubfided  with  the  occafion  which  feems  to  have  given  them 
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birth ;  fo  that  reformation  has  been  produced,  though  the  people 
in  general  may  be  Itrangers  to  renovation  of  heart. 

But  independently  of  this  alarming  cataftrophe,  and  the  effects 
which  feem  to  have  refulted  from  it,  the  work  in  this  ifland  is  in  a 
prosperous  hate.  We  have  peace  in  all  our  borders:  the  congre¬ 
gations  are  large,  attentive,  ferious,  and  refpe&able ;  and  many, 
both  in  town  and  country,  have  been  added  to  the  Society.  On 
many  occalions,  when  the  Chapel  is  too  full  to  admit  thofe  who 
wilh  to  hear,  they  continue  without,  fuffering  the  inconveniency  of 
a  burning  fun  during  the  day :  and  in  the  evenings  they  fuftain  the 
unwholefome  vapours  which  float  around  them,  rather  than  retire 
from  the  found  of  the  Gofpel.  Our  prefent  number  in  Society 
amounts  to  2,370. 

X.  BARBADOES. 

THERE  is  perhaps  not  an  ifland  in  the  Well  Indies  in  which 
we  have  preached  fo  long,  and  apparently  with  fo  little  fuccefs,  as 
in  Barbadoes.  Many  propofals  have  accordingly  been  made  to 
abandon  it  altogether :  but  hitherto  the  piety  of  the  little  Society, 
and  the  number  of  the  inhabitants,  have  prevailed  againft  our  half- 
formed  refolutions.  When  our  prefent  Miflionary  reached  the 
Ifland,  he  waited  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  was  pro- 
mifed  by  him  all  the  protection  he  could  defire.  Finding  him  in 
earneft  in  his  friendly  profeflions,  our  Miflionary  ventured  to  ftate, 
that  in  confequence  of  their  being  difturbed  by  diforderly  perfons, 
his  predeceflors  had  been  obliged  to  give  up  preaching  in  the  even¬ 
ings,  the  only  times  in  which  the  flaves  in  general  could  attend  ; 
and  to  fubftitute  other  hours,  which  were  inconvenient  to  all.  He 
was  told  in  reply,  that  no  fuch  interruption  fhould  be  fuffered  in 
future;  and  that  if  his  predeceflors  had  been  molefted  without 
redrefs,  it  was  only  becaufe  they  had  not  applied  for  juflice. 

Encouraged  by  this,  he  inftantly  changed  the  times  of  preaching, 
and  once  more  reftored  thofe  hours  which  had  been  abandoned. 
The  confequence  has  been,  that  the  congregation  is  augmented  in 
nearly  a  three-fold  degree ;  and  by  pleading  the  Governor’s  autho¬ 
rity,  obftru&ions  from  mobs  have  never  yet  made  their  appear¬ 
ance.  From  Bridge-Town,  the  capital,  he  has  vifited  fome  new 
places,  and  has  collected  in  one  a  large  and  attentive  congregation 
that  feems  ripe  for  the  Gofpel.  In  thefe  new  places,  the  dawning 
of  future  fuccefs  appears,  and  ftrong  hopes  are  again  entertained, 
though  our  Society  at  prefent  amounts  only  to  26  members,  that 
Barbadoes  may  yet  become  a  city  in  Ifrael. 

XI.  GRENADA. 

Grenada  at  prefent  prefents  nothing  remarkable  to  our  notice. 
The  people  are  willing  to  hear  the  word  that  is  preached ;  and  we 
$ruft  that  they  do  not  hear  in  vain.  On  former  occafions,  our 
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Miffionaries  were  under  the  neceffity  of  confining  their  labours 
wholly  to  the  town  through  local  impediments ;  but  our  prefent 

raTS  °b,tamed  hberty  from  the  Governor,  has  been 
enabled  to  v  fit  feveral  country  places  with  fome  little  fuccefs.  At 

hrlt  he  was  oppofed  in  his  progrefs  by  a  man  armed  with  legal 
power ;  but  the  proteftion  granted  by  the  Governor  enabled  him 
to  proceed  without  moleftation.  We  muft  not,  however,  conclude 
that  preaching  in  this  Ifland  is  in  every  other  refpeft  free  from  all 
oppofition.  Many  continue  to  fit  in  the  feat  of  the  fcornful,  and 
to  pour  contempt  upon  fuch  as  abandon  their  company  and  their 
vices.  Even  the  News-papers  at  times  teem  with  inveftives :  but 
,as  ridicule,  not  argument,  is  the  weapon  which  they  ufe,  we  have 
little  to  fear  from  fuch  hoftilities.  We  learn  from  this  Ifland,  that 
an  attempt  has  lately  been  made  to  introduce  the  Gofpel  into 
Martinique,  with  more  fuccefs  than  might  have  been  expected. 
And  it  appears  probable,  if  proper  Miffionaries,  and  the  means 
°  • t  “PPor.tinS,  tbem»  could  be  found,  that  a  Society  might  foon  be 
raifed  up  in  that  place.  Our  Society  in  Grenada  amounts  to  106. 


XII.  TRINIDAD. 

SEVERAL  letters  have  reached  us  from  this  Ifland  5  from  all 
of  which  we  learn  that  the  congregations  are  large,  refpeaable, 
and  deeply  attentive.  The  Chapel  which  we  have,  is  by  far  too 
.all  to  contain  the  people.  Multitudes  (land  without,  during  the 
time  of  public  worlhip ;  and  to  have  fittings  in  the  Chapel  is  an 
article  of  general  requeft.  But  as  we  are  deeply  involved  in  debt 
in  this  place,  prudence  feems  to  forbid  that  enlargement  of  our 
borders  which  neceffity  demands.  Already  we  have  creeled 
benches  on  the  outfide  of  the  doors,  that  thofe  who  cannot  get  in 
may  enjoy  a  partial  accommodation ;  but  even  this  is  infufficient 
Very  many  are  willing  to  contribute  towards  the  enlargement  of  the 
Houfe,  but  we  fear  their  contributions  would  not  be  equal  to  the 
expenfe ;  and  until  fome  part  of  the  exifting  debt  mail  be  liqui¬ 
dated,  we  are  forced,  though  reludantly,  to  decline  contraaing 
another.  We  hope,  however,  that  the  time  is  not  remote,  when 
God,  in  his  providence,  will  provide  for  thofe  who  hunger  and 
thirft  after  righteoufnefs,  for  he  has  already  promifed  that  thefe 
ihall  be  filled.  At  prefent  we  enjoy  peace,  and  many  of  the 
eitates  are  open  to  our  Miffionaries.  Thefe  they  vifit  occafionallv ; 
but  their  chief  employment  is  in  the  Town.  Our  number  in 
Society  remains  188,  as  Rated  in  our  lafi  Report. 

XIII.  JAMAICA. 

•  /I  |  our  accour  ts  from  Jamaica  fall  fhort  of  our 

wjlhc8,  we  can  hardly  avoid  laying  that  they  furpafs  our  expe&a- 
tions;  More  than  two  years  have  now  elapfed  fince  our  Chapel 
in  Kingfton  has  been  fhut  aga  ^preaching,  through  a  municipal 
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law,  which  was  paffied  for  that  purpofe.  This  has  been  accompa¬ 
nied  with  a  fecret  interdiction  that  has  extended  throughout  the 
country.  The  municipal  law  could  not  extend  beyond  the  pre- 
cinCts  of  the  city;  but  to  render  that  fpirit  which  gave  it  birth, 
more  extenfively  operative,  none  of  our  Miffionaries  have  been 
permitted  to  preach,  without  obtaining  for  that  purpofe  a  licence 
in  the  ifland,  which  they  were  unable  to  procure  !  By  thefe  means 
preaching  for  fome  time  has  been  at  an  end.  But  as  thefe  reftric- 
tions  have  not  extended  to  mere  private  meetings,  our  Miffionary 
has  (for  at  prefent  we  have  only  one  inftead  of  three  or  four)  found 
a  fufficiency  of  employment  in  meeting  of  daffies,  in  adminifter- 
ing  the  Lord’s  Supper,  and  in  the  difcharge  of  other  duties. 
Faffing  on  in  this  peaceable  manner,  he  has  found  that ,  God  has 
been  pleafed  to  blefs  his  endeavours  in  a  more  extenfive  manner 
than  he  had  any  reafon  even  to  hope.  Never  perhaps  did  the 
Society  enjoy  more  domeftic  tranquillity  than  it  now  enjoys,  and 
never  perhaps  was  it,  on  the  whole,  in  a  more  flourifhing  condition 
than  it  is  at  prefent.  Laft  year  the  total  amount  of  Members  <vas 
865  ;  they  are  now  augmented  to  1217.  This  is  a  clear  proof  that 
God  can  work  by  what  means  foever  he  fees  proper ;  or  without 
any,  whenever  he  is  fo  pleafed.  It  is  alfo  with  pleafure  we  can 
ftate,  that  as  the  prejudices  of  many  are  wearing  fall  away,  we 
have  great  hopes  that  all  our  juft  privileges  will  foon  be  reftored. 

XIV.  THE  BAHAMA  ISLANDS. 

IT  was  ftated  in  our  laft  Report,  that  for  fome  time  paft  the 
people  of  New  Providence  had  laboured  under  a  great  inconveni- 
ency,  for  want  of  a  proper  place  in  which  to  affemble.  Of  late  a 
new  Chapel  has  been  ereCted,  and  the  effeCts  have  fully  anfwered 
our  expectations.  The  congregation  is  not  only  large  and  atten¬ 
tive,  but  it  is  compofed  of  fuch  refpeCtable  characters,  as  cannot 
fail  to  dignify  religion  in  the  eyes  of  thofe  who  might  be  otherwife 
difpofed  to  treat  it  with  contempt.  In  fome  of  the  adjacent  Iflands 
our  profpeCts  are  equally  flattering  ;  and,  in  proportion  to  their 
population,  our  fucceffes  have  kept  pace  with  our  hopes.  In  Eleu- 
thera,  about  two  thirds  of  the  inhabitants  have  expreffed  their 
unanimous  wifti  to  have  a  preacher  fettled  among  them  ;  and  in 
Wreck-Sound,  Savanna  Sound,  and  Tarpum  Bay,  we  have  reafon 
to  believe  that  our  gracious  Lord  is  carrying  on  his  bleffed  work. 
For  although  in  all  places  we  are  fure  to  find  enemies  to  the  crofs 
of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  ;  yet  in  thefe  iflands,  its  genuine  friends 
have  awakened  in  almoft  aft,  a  veneration  for  their  interefts  in 
eternity,  if  not  a  ferious  concern  about  them'.  In  every  depart¬ 
ment  peace  prevails,  and  the  Miffionaries  are  aCtive  and  zealous  in 
the  difcharge  of  their  refpeCtive  duties.  On  the  whole,  they  enjoy 
a  tolerable  degree  of  health  ;  and  conducting  themfelves  with  pro¬ 
priety,  they  have  rendered  their  office  truly  refpeCtable  by  theif 
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Chriftian  conduct.  In  the  Bahamas  our  numbers  in  Society  are 
at  lead  505. 

The  following  Extract  of  a  Letter,  which  has  been  received  fince 
the  above  account  of  the  Bahamas  was  drawn  up,  and  which 
gives  us  an  account  of  a  work  of  God  that  has  broke  forth  in  a 
new  Colony  where  no  attempt  was  ever  made  before,  is  fo  ex¬ 
tremely  intereding,  that  we  cannot  forbear  to  lay  it  before 
the  Subfcribers. 

Harbour  Ifland,  November  the  12th,  I8i2. 

Rev.  and  very  dear  Sir, 

AFTER  fpending  feven  years  and  five  months  in  New  Provi¬ 
dence,  I  have  the  pleafure  to  fay,  I  have  left  that  Circuit  in  a  very 
flourifhing  date  ;  thanks  be  to  God,  who  always  caufeth  us  to 
triumph  in  Chrid,  and  maketh  manifed  the  favour  of  his  know¬ 
ledge  by  us  in  every  place.  At  our  Diftridl-Meeting  it  was 
thought,  that  the  labour  and  travelling  on  the  Wreck  Sound 
Circuit  would  be  too  much  for  my  weak  conditution.  v  It  was 
therefore  thought  bed,  that  after  I  fpent  three  months  at  Wreck 
Sound,  I  fhould  come  to  this  ifland,  and  try  what  could  be  done 
here.  I  landed  on  this  place  on  the  fixth  of  Augud,  fince  which  I 
have  been  preaching  to  pretty  large  congregations.  God  has  deigned 
to  make  his  word  a  blefling  to  fome ;  a  fenfible  change  appears  in 
their  life  and  converfation :  I  have  formed  two  fmall  clafles,  one 
of  Whites,  and  one  of  Blacks.  The  great  ignorance  of  the  people 
here  keeps  them  from  meeting  in  clafs,  as  they  think  it  is  fome- 
thing  very  different  from  what  it  is ;  for  I  have  reafon  to  conclude 
that  many  of  them  are  convinced  of  fin,  from  the  devotion  and 
tears  which  are  to  be  feen,  in  public  worfhip,  among  them.  I 
found  this  ifland  in  a  great  date  of  wickednefs  and  ignorance  when 
I  came.  Dancing,  fwearing,  fabbath-breaking,  and  drunkennefs, 
prevailed  to  a  very  high  degree.  There  are  more  than  one  thou- 
fand  fouls  in  this  little  ifland,  including  Whites  and  Blacks,  and 
the  Blacks  are  more  ignorant  of  God  and  things  divine  than  any 
Blacks  I  have  met  with  fince  I  came  to  the  Bahamas.  The  only 
reafon  to  be  afligned  for  this  is,  the  people  would  not  fuffer  them 
to  go  into  the  church,  as  they  have  told  me  *,  fo  that  they  have  had 
nothing  to  learn  from  White  people  here  but  their  way  of  finning 
againd  God  and  each  other.  They  have  a  church  of  England 
here,  but  have  not  had  a  Minider  for  fome  years  back,  as 
Miniflers  of  that  edablifhment  have  very  little  to  attratd  their 
attention  here,  in  a  lonely  defert,  with  a  few  poor  people.  The 
Magidrate,  Mr.  Mather,  is  very  friendly  to  me,  and  wifhes  the 
caufe  well ;  indeed  he  is  an  active  help  to  me  in  finging  the  hymns, 
which  he  underdands  well,  being  a  Scotchman. 
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There  is  ftationed  here  the  fecond  European  Garrifon  Company, 
commanded  by  a  Captain  Smith.  The  Captain  and  his  other  offi¬ 
cers,  with  many  of  the  Company,  came  to  hear  me.  After  the 
Captain  had  heard  for  himfelf,  and  was  fully  convinced  of  the 
truth,  he  called  out  his  Company  on  the  parade,  and  told  them  that 
he  had  for  many  years  been  prejudiced  againft  the  people  called 
Methodifts.  “  I  thought,”  faid  he, “ they  were,  without  exception, 
the  worft  people  in  the  world.  Now,”  added  he,  “I  have  heard 
their  do&rine  and  preaching  myfelf,  and  it  is  the  only  do&rine  I 
have  heard  for  a  man  to  be  profited  by.  I  advife  all  my  men  to 
attend  Mr.  Rutledge’s  preaching.”  He  faid,  £t  I  will  compel  no 
man,  but  I  give  you  my  advice,  and  let  you  know  alfo,  that  it  is 
my  defire  you  fhould  attend  that  gentleman’s  preaching,  as  I  fhall 
attend  myfelf  every  opportunity.”  He  added  alfo,  “Swearing 
mufl  be  done  away  from  among  you.  I  have  fworn  myfelf/’ 
faid  he,  too  much,  but  I  wifh  now  to  give  it  up;  and  every  man 
that  fwears  in  my  company,  fhall  be  fined.”  The  Captain  is 
very  kind  to  me.  I  dine  with  him  every  Wednefday.  But  I  mufl: 
inform  you  of  what  is  ftill  more  pleafing  ;  the  firft  Lieutenant  is 
certainly  converted  to  God,  from  every  mark  of  a  change  that  I 
am  capable  of  knowing  a  converted  man  by.  The  Captain’s  com¬ 
pany  came  at  firft  with  fife  and  drum  to  the  preaching :  but  feeing 
the  noife  took  the  attention  of  the  congregation,  they  now  march  to 
the  Chapel  more  Chriftian-like,  without  the  mufic.  Thefe  officers 
ufed,  as  is  common,  to  devote  every  evening  to  the  card-table; 
now  cards  are  thrown  away,  and  their  evening  is  fpent  in  finging 
the  praifes  of  God  ;  nor  is  there  one  to  diflent  from  the  others. 

Houfe«rent,  and  other  expenfes  of  this  Million,  will  for  fome 
time  fall  on  the  funds  at  home,  as  the  people  are  poor,  and  the 
pooreft  are  often  with  us.  I  remain,  your  molt  affe&ionate  Son 
and  Servant  in  the  Gofpel,  JOHN  RUTLEDGE.

XV.  BERMUDA. 

OUR  accounts  from  this  fecluded  retreat,  contain  nothing  very 
remarkable.  It  appears  that  religion  is  gaining  ground  among  the 
people  by  flow  degrees,  and  that  the  Society  is,  on  the  whole,  in 
a  thriving  condition.  That  violent  fpirit  of  perfecution,  which 
once  banifhed  religion  from  thefe  fliores,  has  now  in  a  great  mea- 
fure  taken  its  departure ;  fo  that  although  our  Miffionaries  meet 
with  occafional  interruptions  from  local  quarters,  they  have  not 
much  to  fear  from  the  arm  of  power. 

In  thefe  Iflands,  however,  as  in  mofl  in  the  Weft  Indies,  the 
members  of  our  Society  flu&uate  in  number,  through  the  deplor¬ 
able  degradation  of  their  civil  condition.  As  a  great  majority  among 
them  are  in  a  ftate  of  flavery,  they  are  entirely  at  the  difpofal  of 
their  mafters ;  in  confequence  of  which  they  are  frequently  taken

from  their  accuftomed  abodes,  and  fold  to  other  mailers  in  diftant 

parts  to  which  we  can  have  no  accefs.  But  notwithftanding  thefe 

unhappy  circumftances,  we  have  not  loft  ground  throughout  the 

xsurmudas.  The  gracious  Lord  has  fully  fupplied  the  places  of 

luch  as  have  been  removed,  both  by  human  authority  and  by  death. 

1  he  work  has  taken  a  more  general  fpread,  fo  that  in  feveral  diftinft 

places  betides  St.  George,  we  have  many  who  make  confeflion  of 

i.VS6  '  ®ur  whole  Society  at  prefent  amounts  to  about 
140  Members. 

XVI.  NOVA  SCOTIA,  and  NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

IF  the  population  of  thefe  territories  were  equal  to  their  extent, 
and  our  foeietic8  were  in  proportion  to  that  population,  we  might 
reaionably  expert  as  many  thoufands  as  we  now  have  hundreds. 
But  we  muft  not  fuffer  our  hopes  to  go  beyond  the  didates  of 
reafon.  In  fome  places  our  focieties  have  been  a  little  on  the 
decline,  but  in  others  they  have  been  augmented  by  new  members. 
We  find,  however,  on  the  whole,  that  a  fmall  decreafe  has  taken 
place.  In  our  laft  Report,  we  ftated  that  the  total  number 
amounted  to  1,120;  the  fame  places  now  furnifh  110;}.  For  this 
decreafe  of  17  members,  in  a  region  fo  extenfive  as  this,  through¬ 
out  which  our  focieties  are  fcattered,  it  would  be  ufelefs  to  attempt 
to  affign  any  reafon.  It  is  nothing  more  than  a  branch  of  thofe 

common  fluctuations,  from  which  no  earthly  things  can  be 
exempted. 

On  the  ftate  of  religion  at  large,  we  hear  of  no  complaints; 
neither  do  we  hear  of  any  remarkable  revivals.  In  fome  places 
the  congregations  are  large ;  but  in  others,  where  the  inhabitants 
are  fcattered  abroad,  they  are  but  fmall.  In  general,  the  people 
are  willing  to  hear ;  and  frequently  they  prove  their  lincerity,  by 
travelling  through  difficulties,  and  furmounting  obftacles,  of  which 
the  refidents  of  Great  Britain  can  form  only  an  inadequate  con¬ 
ception.  On  the  whole,  our  Miffionaries  have  been  blelTed  with 
health,  and  enabled  to  attend  with  regularity  to  their  refpe&ive 
circuits ;  but  being  fecluded  from  the  fociety  of  each  other,  their 
years  muft  be  fpent  in  comparative  folitude.  God,  however,  is 
always  prefent;  and  the  foul  that  is  alive  to  him,  can  enjoy  the 
fweet  communion  of  his  Holy  Spirit,  even  among  the  fnows  and 
in  the  forefts  of  Nova  Scotia. 

XVII.  NEWFOUNDLAND. 

WE  truft  that  in  this  large  ifland,  we  have  many  who  are  truly 
alive  to  God,  and  that  many  others  are  earneftly  feeking  the 
falvation  of  their  fouls.  To  the  congregations  who  aflemble,  God 
feems  to  blefs  the  labours  of  his  fervants.  This  appears  in  their 
orderly  and  decent  behaviour,  and  in  that  refpeCt  with  which  they 
treat  the  truths  of  the  Gofpel  which  they  hear  delivered.  Some 
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occafionally  join  our  Societies,  and  manifeft  by  their  conduft,  that 
the  principles  which  they  have  embraced,  influence  their  lives  and 
convention.  The  interruptions  which  our  Miffionaries  fometimes 
fiiffer  are  only  from  the  thoughtlefs  and  profane,  who  rather  llir 
up  the  focieties  to  circurafpeftion,  than  check  their  prosperity. 
Our  increafe,  however,  has  not  been  equal  to  out  expectations. 
The  depravity  of  the  human  heart  is  to  be  found  in  the  New  World 
as  well  as  in  the  Old,  and  nothing  but  Divine  grace  can  counteract 
its  natural  tendencies.  We  fhall  never  know  until  we  enter  into 
eternity,  how  much  we  are  indebted  to  the  Gofpel. 

XVIII.  PRINCE  EDWARD’S  ISLAND. 


FROM  this  Ifland  we  have  received  no  fatisfadtory  accounts ; 
but  for  what  reafon  we  are  at  a  lofs  to  determine.  Sometimes 
this  filence  enlivens  our  hopes  that  things  are  going  on  profper- 
oufly;  but  at  other  times  it  awakens  our  fears.  When  our  lait 
Report  was  written,  our  accounts  were  almoft  equally  fcanty,  and 
we  then  folaced  ourfelves  with  hopes  that  we  Ihould  hear  tome 
pleafing  tidings.  Difappointment  has,  however,  mocked  our  hopes, 
and  left  us  in  total  ignorance  of  the  caufe.  It  is  poflible  that  the 
letters  fent  to  us,  may  have  mifcarried  •,  but  the  length  of  time 
almoft  forbids  us  to  place  any  reliance  on  fuch  a  doubtful  proba¬ 
bility.  In  this  Ifland  we  have  50  in  Society. 

XIX.  SIERRA  LEONE  IN  AFRICA. 


IT  was  ftated  in  our  laft  Report,  that  four  Miffionaries  had 
failed  from  England  for  this  Colony,  but  that  no  accounts  had  at 
that  time  been  received  from  them.  Since  that  period  we  have 
learned  that  they  reached  Sierra  Leone  on  the  12th  of  November, 
1811,  in  good  health  and  fpirits.  On  their  arrival  they  were 
received  by  the  Governor  in  a  moft  friendly  manner,  and  by  the 
lone-negleded  Society  with  every  demonftration  of  joy.  ihis 
Society  was  firft  formed  by  fome  pious  blacks,  who,  during  the 
American  war,  had  joined  the  Britifh  forces,  and  on  the  conclu- 
fion  of  that  unhappy  conteft,  were  carried  to  Nova  Scotia,  and 
declared  free.  From  Nova  Scotia,  in  company  with  many  others, 
to  the  number  of  1131,  they  were  brought  to  Sierra  Leone  in 
1792,  when  on  their  arrival  they  formed  themfelves  into  a  little 
Society ;  and,  inviting  others  to  join  them,  after  fome  time  they 
contrived  to  ereft  a  Chapel  large  enough  to  contain  about  400  per- 
fons.  Among  thefe  pious  Blacks,  fome  acted  as  clafs-leaders,  and 
a  few  as  local  preachers  i  and  being  at  peace  among  themfelves, 
they  endeavoured  to  preferve  that  dlfciphne  and  order  which  they 
had  obferved  among  the  Methodifts  in  America,  where  they  firit 

received  their  ferious  impreffions.  .  ,  re-  car  .,i„ 

Nineteen  years  had  elapfed  from  the  period  of  their  firft  fettle- 
ment  in  this  Colony,  before  we  had  any  opportunity  of  affording 
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them  that  afliftance,  which  in  their  occafional  letters  they  had  both 
repeatedly  and  ardently  defired.  At  length,  in  1811,  four  Miflion- 
aries  failed  from  Liverpool,  (of  whom  we  have  given  fome  account 
in  our  laft  Report,)  and  reached  the  Colony  as  Hated  above.  The 
number  of  Members  in  Society,  they  found  on  their  arrival  to  con- 
fill  of  110  perfons,  many  of  whom  were  truly  alive  to  God  ;  and 
throughout  their  little  community  they  had  contrived  to  condudb 
themfelves  with  fuch  propriety,  as  to  leave  little  room  for  fome 
who  affe£t  to  defpife  their  colour  and  barbarous  condition,  to  boaft 
of  their  fuperiority. 

The  pious  Africans,  on  finding  that  Mr.  George  Warren  had 
been  appointed  by  the  Methodift  Conference  to  take  charge  of 
them,  inftantly  placed  themfelves  under  his  care :  and  in  one  har¬ 
monious  concert,  local  preachers,  clafs-leaders,  and  people,  engaged 
to  exert  themfelves  in  fupporting  the  caufe  of  Chrift  by  their  mutual 
co-operations.  The  eftablilhment  of  preaching  by  Europeans,  foon 
drew  a  larger  concourfe  of  people  than  had  been  accuftomed  to 
aflemble,  and  in  a  Ihort  time  the  number  of  the  Society  amounted 
to  128.  From  preaching  to  the  regular  congregation,  the  Miflion- 
aries  had  an  opportunity  of  vifiting  fome  of  the  neighbouring 
tribes,  and  alfo  of  converfing  with  many  who  refide  as  labourers 
in  the  Colony  for  ftated  wages.  All  thofe  they  found  grofsly 
ignorant  of  eternity,  and  of  their  intereft  in  it.  They,  neverthe- 
lefs,  difcovered,  while  fpeaking  to  them  through  an  interpreter,  that 
many  were  exceedingly  willing  to  receive  inftru&ion,  and  fome 
days  were  fet  apart  for  this  purpofe.  When  prayer  was  firft  pro- 
pofed,  they  liftened  with  mute  but  folemn  aftonifhment,  though 
very  little  was  underftood  by  them.  And  when  on  another  vifit 
Mr.  Warren  was  about  to  go  away,  the  Chief  alked  him  again  to 
pray,  obferving  that  it  did  his  heart  good. 

On  the  iffues  of  this  important  undertaking,  it  is  not  in  our 
power  to  calculate.  It  is  the  work  of  God ;  and  he  alone  can 
blefs  the  means  made  ufe  of  to  fpread  his  Gofpel  among  thefe 
benighted  outcafts  of  human  nature.  Thus  far,  when  we  con¬ 
template  the  fubje£fc  on  an  extenfive  fcale,  the  profpe£ts  are  glow¬ 
ing  with  promifes  of  great  fuccefs  ;  and  in  due  time  we  hope  to 
reap  a  glorious  harveft.  In  the  mean  while,  we  mull  not  calculate 
upon  perpetual  funlhine  and  cloudlefs  (kies.  The  providence  of 
God  is  involved  in  impenetrable  myfteries,  which  on  all  occafions 
compel  us  to  walk  by  faith  and  not  by  fight. 

Lately  we  have  learned,  with  the  keeneft  forrow,  that  Mr. 
Warren  is  dead.  The  whole  work  now  devolves  on  his  furviving 
colleagues,  and  nothing  remains  for  us  but  to  pray  that  God,  who 
for  wife  ends  has  thus  partially  blafted  our  proipe&s  by  taking  his 
fervant  to  himfelf,  would  blefs  the  exertions  of  thofe  who  furvive, 
and  fpeedily  raife  up  others  to  fupply  this  great  vacancy  in  this 
infant  African  church. 
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One  grand  obje&  of  thefe  Miflions  is  to  eftablifh  fchools  for 
the  Children,  and  even  for  the  Adults,  of  the  African  race.  But 
an  extratt  of  the  laft  letter  received  from  the  three  remaining  Mif- 
fionaries,  will  afford  the  bell  account  of  the  prefent  {fate  of  the 
Inftitution. 

Freetown,  Sierra  Leone,  O&ober  lft,  1812. 

Rev.  and  dear  Sir, 

IN  our  laft,  dated  July  25th,  fent  by  the  fchooner  Quiz, 
we  informed  you  of  the  melancholy  circumftance  which  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  us,  the  lofs  of  our  refpe&ed  friend  and  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Warren,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  23d  of  that  month. 

A  few  days  after  we  wrote  to  you,  we  had  an  opportunity  of  feeing 
the  Leaders  and  Stewards,  refpe&ing  the  future  management  of  the 
Society ;  when  they  agreed  amongft  themfelves,  that  Brother  Raynar 
fhould*  take  Mr.  Warren’s  place,  and  be  their  Superintendent,  until 
the  pleafure  of  the  Conference  fhould  be  known  refpe&ing  it. 

The  number  in  Society  is  about  the  fame  as  in  the  laft  account. 
Thefe,  we  hope,  in  general  adorn  their  profeflion  *,  and  of  late 
there  feems  to  be  a  quickening  among  them.  We  are  alfo  happy 
to  fay,  that  our  congregations  are  on  the  increafe,  efpecially  on 
the  Sunday  evenings,  when  our  Chapel  is  well  filled  with  attentive 
hearers.  But  ftill  we  do  not  fee  that  fruit  of  our  labours  we 
could  wifh  to  do.  “  O  God,  fend  us  profperity.” 

We  continue  our  day-fchool  as  ufual,  in  which  we  have  about 
50  boys,  who  attend  regularly.  Thefe  we  teach  reading,  writing, 
and  arithmetic.  (We  adopt  the  Lancafterian  plan  as  far  as  poflible.) 
Our  labour  in  this  refpe£t  has  not  been  in  vain :  many  of  the  boys 
have  made  improvement  in  learning,  and  we  truft  alfo  in  their 
morals,  to  which  we  particularly  attend.  On  Sabbath-days  we 
teach  upwards  of  100  boys  and  girls,  chiefly  emancipated  negroes, 
who  are  indented  to  the  Colonifts. 

Our  Schools,  and  the  care  of  the  Society  during  the  rainy  feafon, 
have  taken  up  all  our  time ;  but  as  the  dry  feafon  is  now  coming 
on,  we  hope  we  fhall  be  able  to  devote  part  of  our  time  to  the 
inftru&ion  of  the  furrounding  natives  :  (we  mean  thofe  who  have 
been  brought  in  by  captured  flave-vefiels,  and  are  fettled  in  the 
vicinity  of  Freetown.) 

We  conclude  with  begging  an  intereft  in  your  prayers,  and  thofe 
of  our  friends  in  England.  And  that  your  life  may  be  preferved 
and  made  abundantly  ufeful  to  mankind,  is  the  fincere  prayer  of.

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XX.  GIBRALTAR. 

"WE  anticipated  in  our  laft  Report,  that  God  was  about  to 
revive  his  work  in  this  place  j  and  we  have  now  the  fatisfa&ion  to 
ftate  that  our  expectations  have  not  been  in  vain.  In  the  month 
of  January  laft,  the  whole  Society  confided  of  no  more  than  42  ; 
but  fo  great  and  rapid  was  the  change  which  fucceeded,  that  in  the 
month  of  May  the  number  was  augmented  to  127.  Thefe  are 
divided  into  fix  clafTes,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  proper 
leaders.  But  it  is  not  merely  by  the  increafe  of  our  Society  that 
we  eftimate  the  revival  of  religion :  for  though  in  general  this  is 
an  indication  that  rarely  deceives,  yet  we  readily  acknowledge  that 
it  affords  no  infallible  proof  of  the  fad.  In  the  prefent  inftance, 
however,  it  brings  with  it  more  fubftantial  evidence.  The  experi¬ 
ence  of  fuch  as  inquire.  What  fhall  we  do  to  be  faved  ?  evinces  that 
they  have  been  under  the  teachings  of  God’s  moft  bleffed  Spirit, 
and  their  lives  and  converfation  confirm  the  truth  of  what  they 
thus  exprefs.  In  the  public  means  of  grace,  God  is  alfo  fpiritu- 
ally  prefent,  and  his  power  is  fo  revealed,  that  many  melt  under 
the  word,  not  only  in  tears  of  penitence,  but  alfo  in  tears  of  joy- 

In  the  mean  while,  the  congregation  is  large  and  deeply  atten¬ 
tive,  and  our  Chapel  is  fo  crowded  with  refpeCbable  hearers, 
that  it  is  already  inefficient  to  contain  thofe  who  wifh  to  attend. 
Hence  an  enlargement  of  our  borders  is  nearly  as  neceffary  now, 
as  it  was  about  two  years  fince,  when  the  prefent  Chapel  was 
ere&ed.  On  the  whole,  it  is  evident  that  religion  never  before 
appeared  fo  refpeCIable  in  the  eyes  of  the  people  as  it  does  at  pre¬ 
fent,  and  that  we  never  had  fuch  a  glorious  profpe£t  of  an  abun¬ 
dant  harveft  in  this  place  as  we  have  now  before  us,  both  among 
the  foldiers  and  the  inhabitants. 

XXI.  THE  IRISH  MISSIONS. 

THE  Millions  in  Ireland,  are,  on  the  whole,  in  a  more  profper- 
ous  condition  than  might  be  expected,  when  we  cdhfider  the  hofts 
of  difficulties  which  oppofe  their  progrefs.  In  thefe  Miffions,  the 
numbers  in  Society  afford  no  criterion  whatever  to  guide  our  judg¬ 
ments,  as  to  the  fuccefs  of  the  Mjffionaries,  becaufe  as  foon  as  a 
Society  becomes  organized,  it  is  generally  delivered  up  to  the 
regular  circuits.  This  leaves  the  Miffionaries  at  liberty  to  vifit 
new  places,  in  order  to  ere£t  again  the  ftandard  of  the  crofs. 

In  the  Newfy  Mijfton,  we  have  preaching  in  no  lefs  than  forty 
places,  to  congregations  of  various  defcriptions.  But  as  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  much  fcattered,.  it  is  only  in  a  few  places  that  the  affem- 
blies  are  large.  The  Market  of  Caflle  Blaney  affords  the  largeft 
concourfe,  which  frequently  amounts  to  2000  foul*. 
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In  Kilkeel  Market  the  number  is  about  400 ;  but  in  moft  other 
places  the  congregations  will  not  average  more  than  40. 
The  total  amount  of  hearers  throughout  this  Million  may  be 
eftimated  at  3700.  Thefe,  in'  general,  behave  with  decency,  and 
fhew  no  fmall  degree  of  attention  to  the  gofpel  which  they  hear  ; 
and  what  is  of  infinitely  greater  confequence,  it  has  evidently  in¬ 
troduced  among  them  a  ftriking  reformation  of  manners. 

In  this  Million  we  had  in  Society,  in  the  month  of  June  laft,  284 
Members,  whofe  conduft  was  exemplary,  and  whofe  fouls  thirlled 
for  the  fulnefs  of  God  ;  but  in  moft  of  thefe  places  our  Miffion- 
aries  fuffer  many  inconveniences  through  the  want  of  proper 
accommodations.  In  general,  thofe  who  have  embraced  the  truths 
which  they  have  heard,  are  too  poor  to  make  any  comfortable 
provifion  for  them  ;  and  where  this  is  not  the  cafe,  the  diftance 
from  place  to  place  requires  an  exertion  which  nothing  but 
an  ardent  love  for  fouls  could  infpire.  It  appears  that  much 
of  the  prejudice  of  the  people  is  on  the  decline;  and  that, 
on  the  whole,  the  openings  and  profpe&s  which  the  Milfionaries 
have  before  them,  promife  an  ample  reward  for  all  their  toils. 

In  the  Tyrone  Million  the  whole  number  in  Society  amounts  to 
121.  Thefe  belong  to  eight  diftin£t  Societies,  which  are  at  fome 
diftance  from  one  another.  In  thefe  places  large  congregations 
attend  and  behave  with  a  becoming  reverence  in  the  houfe  of  God. 
But  it  is  not  always  in  houfe s  that  they  have  an  opportunity  of 
affembling.  Both  the  fields  and  the  market-places  are  embraced, 
as  occafions  offer,  for  difpenfing  the  word  of  life ;  and  multitudes, 
who  have  no  connexion  with  us,  have  evidently  been  reformed 
in  their  manners  by  the  truths  which  they  have  received.  In  this 
million  a  good  work  feems  to  be  going  forward ;  and,  as  a  pleafing 
auxiliary,  Sunday  fchools  have  been  eftablilhed,  at  which  about 
100  children  attend  to  receive  religious  inftrudions. 

On  the  Belfajl  Million  we  have  fixteen  places  of  preaching  :  but 
as  nearly  one  half  of  thefe  are  new  places,  we  have  no  Societies 
eftablilhed  in  them  ;  and  in  feveral  others,  the  Societies  are  in  an 
infant  ftate.  The  total  number  of  members  amounts  to  147.  In 
fome  of  the  new  places  the  congregations  are  large  and  very  pro- 
mifing.  We  have  buds  and  bloffoms,  and  fome  fruit ;  but  we 
truft  that  our  gracious  God  will  do  greater  things  than  any  we  have 
yet  feen.  In  feveral  of  thefe  places.  Societies  might  inftantly  be 
formed  ;  but  to  find  fuitable  leaders  is  a  talk  of  no  fmall  difficulty. 
We  doubt  not,  however,  that  God,  who  has  begun  the  work,  will 
carry  it  on,  by  raifing  up  fuch  inftruments  as  are  neceffary  to  bring 
it  to  completion. 

The  Cove  of  Cork  and  its  vicinity  afford  nine  places  in  which 
the  people  are  willing  to  hear  the  word  preached  :  but  though  in 
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feveral  of  thefe  the  congregations  are  exceedingly  fmall,  and,  in 
fome,  the  Societies  Hill  proportionably  lefs,  we  truft  that  in  no 
place  they  have  heard  the  word  of  God  in  vain.  In  Cove  we  have 
met  with  fome  obftacles  which  have  retarded  the  progrefs  of  the 
work,  and,  in  fome  meafure,  difturbed  the  peace  of  the  Society ; 
but  thefe,  we  truft,  are  now  at  an  end,  as  tranquillity  is  again  fully 
reftored.  In  fome  parts,  the  congregations  are  not  only  fmall,  but 
very  fluctuating :  nor  can  we  expedt  to  fee  any  confiderable 
liability  among  them  until  we  can  procure  better  accomodations. 
But  this  can  only  be  viewed  at  a  diftance,  lince  the  Societies  are 
not  only  fmall  but  poor  ;  though,  blefled  be  God,  they  have  the 
Gofpel  preached  unto  them. 

When  one  of  our  Millionaries  vilited  Ennis  in  July,  1811,  the 
people  were  found  almoft  diverted  of  every  form  of  religion. 
Drunkennefs,  fwearing,  and  other  flagrant  crimes,  in  which  thofe 
wallow  who  are  deftitute  of  the  fear  of  God,  were  pra£tifed  with¬ 
out  remorfe  and  without  lhame.  Ennis  is  a  large  traCl  of  country, 
extending  due  Weft  from  Ballina ,  in  the  county  of  Mayo,  to  the 
Weftern  Ocean,  and  is  even  cut  off  from  a  view  of  the  other 
parts  of  Ireland  by  the  mountains  which  run  through  it.  About 
thirty  years  ago  it  was  colonized  by  Sir  Arthur  Shiels,  who  eftab- 
lilhed  in  it  thirty  Protefttant  families.  But  unhappily,  through 
the  prevalence  of  iniquity,  and  the  want  of  fome  perfon  to 
guide  and  reprove  them,  and  through  the  anathemas  of  the  Romilh 
priefts,  thefe  have  been  reduced  to  fix  :  and  that  thefe  are  only 
Proteftants  in  name,  may  be  gathered  from  this  circumftance,  that 
their  church  remained  without  having  divine  fervice  during  the 
laft  eight  years. 

When  our  Millionary  vifited  them,  he  went  from  houfe  to 
houfe,  inftrufting  them  in  the  bell  manner  in  his  power,  and 
preaching  as  often  as  circumllances  would  allow.  In  addition  to 
this,  he  read  and  explained  the  Scriptures,  and  enforced  the  neceflity 
of  their  having  Chrift  in  them  the  hope  of  glory.  In  a  Ihort  time 
he  had  the  pleafure  of  obferving,  that  the  few  remaining  Proteft¬ 
ants,  and  fome  who  had  gone  to  mafs,  were  awakened  to  lhame 
and  forrow  for  their  pall  errors.  The  church  was  foon  re-opened, 
and  many  were  quickly  induced  to  turn  to  the  Lord.  Among 
thefe,  feveral  Catholics  have  been  led  to  feek  falvation  by  the 
blood  of  Chrift  alone ;  and  one  foon  found  redemption  in  that 
blood,  even  the  forgivenefs  of  his  fins. 

To  promote  this  blefled  work,  a  gentleman  of  the  firft  refpe£l- 
ability  and  connexions  in  the  country,  voluntarily  offered  all  the 
afliftance  in  his  power.  To  the  preacher  he  has  given  lodgings  ; 
and  has  offered  ground  for  a  chapel,  together  with  an  acre  of  land 
and  five  guineas  a  year  to  fupport  the  blefled  caufe.  Thefe  cir- 
cumftances,  joined  with  the  earned;  folicitude  of  the  people,  induce 
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a  ftrong  expe&ation  that  the  Sun  of  Righteoufnefs  is  about  to  rife 
upon  the  inhabitants  of  Ennis  with  healing  under  his  wings.  * 

XXII.  THE  WELSH  MISSIONS. 

RELIGION  in  thefe  Millions,  having  obtained  a  refpeftable 
footing,  has  acquired  thereby  a  degree  of  permanency,  to  which  in 
fome  other  places  it  is  yet  a  Itranger.  A  few  years  fince,  when  we 
firft  attempted  to  introduce  the  Gofpel  in  thefe  parts,  even  our 
tranlient  vifits  were  deemed  rather  obtrufive;  and  prejudice 
againft  the  felf-denying  do&rines  of  the  Crofs  prevented  our 
hopes  from  being  fanguine.  But,  blefled  be  God,  we  have  lived 
to  fee  thefe  gloomy  feafons  give  place  to  brighter  days,  and  are 
encouraged  to  entertain  hopes  that  greater  bleflings  are  ftill  in 
ftore  for  this  people.  In  many  places  our  congregations  are  very 
large  and  uncommonly  attentive  *,  but  in  others,  the  cares  of  the 
world,  and  the  deceitfulnefs  of  riches,  feem  to  prevail.  We  have, 
neverthelefs,  reafon  to  believe,  that  the  power  of  religion  is  gaining 
ground,  in  a  confiderable  degree,  throughout  this  Principality. 
And,  although  every  place  is  not  an  equal  partaker  of  this  prof 
perity,  we  believe  that  no  congregation  has  reafon  to  fay  “  furely, 
the  Lord  hath  forgotten  to  be  gracious.” 

In  looking  through  the  Societies,  we  truft  that  many  precious 
fouls  are  truly  alive  to  God.  Others  are  working  out  their  fal- 
vation  with  fear  and  trembling ;  and  others  are  made  deeply  fen- 
fible  of  their  fallen  condition.  In  all  thefe  we  behold  the  blefled 
effe£t  which  follow  the  preaching  of  the  Word  \  and  while  we 
learn  that  faith  cometh  by  hearing,  we  perceive  alfo,  that  God 
only  can  blefs  the  means  which  he  has  enabled  us  to  ufe.  The 
numbers  which  he  adds  to  his  church,  through  the  inftrumentality 
of  his  fervants,  are  proofs  of  his  approbation,  and  afford  motives 
of  encouragement  for  us  to  perfevere  through  every  difficulty  in 
preaching  Salvation  to  finners,  through  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 
We  have  not  been  favoured  with  any  account  of  any  remarkable 
revival ;  neither  have  we  been  difheartened  with  details  of  a  de- 
clenfion  of  the  work  of  God.  The  light  of  the  truth,  therefore, 
proceeds  by  gradual  advances,  and  promifes  to  fhine  more  and 
more  unto  the  perfe£t  day.  We  have  formed  no  lefs  than  21 
circuits  in  this  Miffionary.  department,  blefled  be  God. 

XXIII.  HOME  MISSIONS. 

IF  the  nature  of  thefe  Millions  were  fully  known,  our  readers 
would  no  more  expert  to  have  accounts  which  would  record  no

obftacle3,  than  we  hope  to  have  fuch  reports  ourfelves.  The 
Mhhons  which  we  have  undertaken  in  this  country  are  pro! 

Wv.'-a  d|fign  “  ca"y  the  Gofpel  into  thofe  places  which 
fall  not  within  the  reach  of  our  regular  circuits,  and  where  the 
real  Gofpel  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift  is  not  preached.  By  mere 

Me!hnHThe  m,habTants  °f  fbefe  Places>  have  n°  doubt,  heard  of 
Jf.‘h?dlfm  5  b.ut  heannS  of *  only  through  the  accounts  of  thofe 
who  have  an  intereft  in  mifreprefenting  it,  it  is  not  to  be  ex- 

pefted  that  their  opinions  of  our  Miffionaries  fhould  be  very 
favourable.  We  accordingly  find,  on  entering  any  new  place,  that 
many  of  the  old  tales,  which  were  propagated  in  the  daPys  of  Mr! 
Wefley,  are  again  revived.  And  we  have  no  doubt,  were  it  not 
for  the  proteaion  which  the  laws  afford,  and  for  the  fuperior  light 
of  the  age  in  which  we  live,  that  perfection  would  follow 
religion  like  its  fliadow.  It  would  not  be  difficult  to  mention 
inftances  to  juftify  thefe  obfervations. 

But  although,  in  fome  places,  perfection  and  reproach  have 
awaited  our  Miffionaries,  we  can  ftate  with  pleafure  that  in 
others  they  have  been  received  with  joy.  And  even  where 
oppofition  has  appeared,  they  have  generally  found  fome  wh! 
have  counterbalanced  it  with  their  friendfhip.  In  fome  few 
places  our  endeavours  have  been  unfuccefsful ;  but  thefe  are 

d®rable .  “deed-  In  others,  congregations  have  been 
collefted,  Societies  have  been  inftituted,  and  many  have  been 
converted  to  God.  And  in  conference  of  thefe  fuccefles,  mtny 
new  circuits  have  been  formed,  and  many  of  our  regular  cir! 
cults  have  been  enlarged  by  the  additions  which  have  thus  been 
made.  Under  thefe  circumftances,  the  numbers  which  we  have 

m  Society  in  thefe  Miffions,  can  give  no  idea  whatever  of  their 
advantage  or  their  profperity. 

•  Th?r  Tble/  U'lht>\l!es  in  t,le>r  bringing  to  the  people  who  fit 
m  darknefs  the  found  of  the  Gofpel,  and  in  their  removing  that 
prejudice  which  defeats  its  gracious  intentions  and  defigns 
Thefe  happy  effefts  we  have  almoft  conftantly  perceived  to^e- 
ult  from  them,  fince  their  eftabliffiment ;  and  we  find  their 
fruits  in  the  aggregate  increafe  with  which  God  has  been  pleafed 
of  late  years  to  blefs  the  labours  of  his  fervants.  *  P 

XXIV.  MISSIONS  among  the  FRENCH  PRISONERS. 

IN  our  laft  Report  we  gave  a  detailed  account  of  our  Million 
among  the  French  pnfoners ;  of  the  motives  which  induced  us 

inclu^«moUffttherM,im„1SVe  'wf0™  ,h?  lubfcribers,  that  thefe  Home  Miffions, 
Km  which ^are^Sfor  ,w  are  /°PP?r,ed  by  ->ur  public  Miffionary  Co  l 
but  that  the  pri vate Tub fcr^nHn n rt  i?f.ou  r  Pion s,  as  well  abroad  as  at  home: 
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to  undertake  it;  and  of  the  profpeft  of  fuccefs,  which  appeared 
before  us  In  this  we  have  not  room  to  enter  into  many  par- 
ticulars ;  but  we  muft  ftate  in  general  terms,  that  the  Million 
has  fully  anfwered  our  moll  fanguine  expe&ations.  The  French 
officers,  as  well  as  the  men,  feem  deeply  fenfible  of  our  benevolent 
intentions  towards  them  ;  and  they  appear  to  vie  with  each  other 

in  their  expreffions  of  gratitude. 

An  officer  among  the  French,  (fays  Mr.  Toafe)  who  relides 
at  Brompton  near  Chatham,  a  General  St.  Faufte,  has  always 
fpoken  well  of  our  Million  ;  but  lately  he  has  expreffed  his  appro¬ 
bation,  and  indeed  his  gratitude,  in  very  ftrong  terms.  Laft 
Thurfday,  he  requefted  my  dear  friend  Kerpezdron  and  myfelf  to 
give  him  our  addrefs  and  a  (hort  account  of  the  body  to  which  we 
belong,  that  he  might  mention  our  benevolence  to  the  French  Go¬ 
vernment.  In  another  letter  he  has  given  fome  pleafing  memorials 
of  gratitude  expreffed  by  fome  French  invalids  on  their  departure 
to  France.  On  taking  their  leave,  one  faid,  “We  cannot  doubt 
the  goodnefs  of  God,  fince  he  has  fent  you  to  inftrua  us  in  our 
deplorable  captivity.’’  Another  faid,  «  When  you  preached  to  us 
the  word  of  life,  it  founded  in  our  ears  like  the  voice  of  mercy 
and  love,  and  was  a  fource  of  confolation  to  our  fouls.”  “  Ho\y 
can  we  forget,”  faid  another,  “  your  labours  among  us  ?  We  feel 
it  our  duty  to  publilh  to  our  families  and  friends,  what  the  Metho- 
difts  have  done  in  our  behalf,  whofe  names  will  be  known  and 
revered  by  our  children  and  relatives.”  “  We  lhall  efteem  it  an 
unfpeakable  favour,”  rejoined  another,  “to  fee  you  in  France.” 
“  I  will  keep  this  book,”  faid  another,  “  as  a  precious  evidence  of 
the  benevolence  of  the  Britiffi  and  Foreign  Bible  Society,  and  of 
the  Methodifts  towards  us ;  and  I  will  fay  to  my  wife  and  children, 
I  received  this  book  from  two  Methodift  Miffionanes  who  yifited 
us  in  our  captivity,  to  the  laft  moment  of  our  remaining  in  the 
river  Medway.”  And  when  the  cartel  got  under  weigh,  as  the 
Miffionaries  were  taking  their  leave,  “  We  are  indebted  to  you,” 
they  exclaimed,  “  beyond  expreffion,  and  are  bound  to  pray  for  your 
fuccefs  and  profperity.  May  the  Lord  reward  you.”  About  one 
half  of  the  above  had  heard  the  Gofpel  for  feveral  months  ;  and  if 
their  expreffions  conveyed  the  language  of  their  hearts,  they  had 
not  heard  the  gracious  found  in  vain.  The  Bibles,  which  had 
been  given  when  they  had  no  thought  of  returning  to  France, 
were  carefully  treafured  up  by  them,  and  (hewn  with  triumphant 
gratitude  on  the  quarter-deck,  juft  before  their  departure.  The 
effects  of  this  little  leaven  muft  be  left  to  Divine  Providence. 

Rut  it  is  not  merely  among  the  invalids,  who  have  returned  to 
France  that  we  have7  been,  fuccefsful.  Great  numbers,  who  ftill 
remain  on  board  the  prifon  (hips  and  retain  their  health,  have 
received  ferious  impreflions;  and  among  thefe,  we  truit,  that 
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feveral  will  be  found  to  whofe  fouls  God  has  fpoken  peace., 
In  all  the  (hips  which  we  have  vifited,  a  reformation  of  manners  is 
vifible  in  thofe  who  compofe  our  congregations.  This  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  better  ground  of  confidence,  that  pr&ching  has  been 
attended  with  a  blefling,  than  fplendid  profeffions,  which  might 
be  uttered  to  deceive. 

I  have  now  before  me  22  letters,  written  by  the  Miffionaries 
who  preach  among  the  prifoners ;  all  of  which  either  detail 
their  fucceffes,  or  contain  expreffions  of  gratitude  for  what  God 
has  wrought :  and  what  is  ftill  more  remarkable,  not  a  fingle  ob» 
fervation  occurs  in  either  of  them,  which  can  induce  a  belief  that 
they  have  been  unwelcome  vifitants.  On  board  of  feveral  fhips, 
the  French  officers  cordially  co-operate  with  them  in  their  pious 
defigns,  and  gladly  fummon  the  prifoners  to  attend,  whenever  the 
hour  of  preaching  arrives.  Among  thefe,  an  officer  of  high  dif- 
tin&ion  obferved  one  day  to  Mr.  Toafe,  “  I  fuppofe,  Sir,  your 
Society  will  fend  Miffionaries  to  France,  Ihould  we  have  the  hap- 
pinefs  to  fee  a  peace  ?”  Mr.  Toafe  replied,  "  Should  the  French 
Government  approve  of  fuch  a  meafure,  and  grant  us  prote&ion, 
it  is  a  probable  cafe.”  “  Prote&ion,”  he  rejoined,  “  we  protect  all 
denominations  in  France.  The  French  Government,  I  can  afliire 
you,  will  be  thankful  for  your  attention  to  the  prifoners  of  war 

Though  gratitude  muft  always  give  pleafure,  fuch  profpe&s  ate 
at  beft  but  an  uncertain  ground  of  expe&ation.  But  thefe  diftant 
iflues  are  in  the  hand  of  God.  At  prefent  we  have  promifing 
fields  before  us  among  the  prifoners,  in  moil  of  the  dep6ts  we  have 
vifited,  and  the  Almighty  has  already  blefled  our  endeavours  far 
beyond  what  we  had  once  any  reafon  to  expert.  At  Plymouth 
indeed,  through  the  indifpofition  of  our  Miffionary,  Mr.  Ollivier, 
the  {hips  were  not  vifited  with  regularity  for  a  confiderable  time ; 
in  confequence  of  which,  the  effe&s  of  preaching  are  lefs  confpi- 
cuous  here  than  in  fome  other  places.  But  we  have  now  tw© 
Miffionaries  there,  Mr.  Warren  and  Mr.  Le  Sueur ;  and  a  willing- 
nefs  to  hear  prevails  among  the  prifoners.  We  have  alfo  made  a 
beginning  at  Portfmouth,  Stapleton,  and  Norman- Crofs.  To  follow 
the  leadings  of  Providence  is  our  path  of  duty  and  of  fafety ;  and 
while  we  continue  fo  to  do,  we  know  that  our  labour  ffiall  not  be 
in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

Beloved  Brethren  and  refpe£ted  Friends, 

WE  have  now  laid  before  you  a  faithful  ftatement  of  our 
Millions,  fo  far  as  the  accounts  have  been  tranfmitted  to  us.  In 
fome  parts  we  acknowledge  they  are  defective,  but  not  more  fo  than 
might  naturally  be  expected  from  the  diftance  and  multiplicity  of  the 
objects  we  have  endeavoured  to  embrace.  We  hope  that  our  next 
Report  will  fupply  the  deficiences  of  this, 
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But  whatever  deficiencies  may  appear,  when  we  take  into  the 
account  the  difficulties  which  we  have  had  to  encounter,  and  the 
obftacles  we  have  had  to  furmount,  arifing  from  a  variety  of  caufes, 
we  find,  from  what  is  before  us,  much  reafon  for  thankfulnefs  to 
God.  He  has  bleffed  our  labours  in  fuch  an  abundant  manner,  as 
to  demonftrate  his  approbation  of  our  endeavours,  and  to  command 
our  perfeverance  in  fpreading  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom.  The  value 
of  one  foul  furpaffes  our  utmoft  calculations.  What  then  mult 
be  the  tranfcendent  worth  of  the  many  thoufands  that  have  been 
brought  to  God  through  the  inftrumentality  of  our  Miffmns  ? 
Since  thefe  have  been  eftablifhed,  many  myriads  have  entered  into 
glory ;  and  myriads  more  are  now  rejoicing  in  hope  of  the  glory 

of  God.  '  f 

We  cannot,  however,  flop  even  here  :  for  we  have  much  realon 

to  believe  that  multitudes  will  rejoice  in  eternity  for  having  heard 
the  Gofpel  preached  by  our  Miffionaries,  though  they  have  had  no 
connexion  with  us.  Thofe  in  general  who  compofe  our  congrega¬ 
tions  in  the  Weft  Indies,  are  Slaves,  who  from  their  condition  in 
life  are  compelled  to  obey  the  mandates  of  imperious  matters ;  and 
therefore  many  have  not  an  opportunity  of  entering  our  Societies. 
For  though  in  a  general  fenfe  the  prejudices  of  the  planters  have,  in 
a  great  meafure,  difappeared,from  a  convi&ion  that  godlinefs  in  their 
Slaves  is  advantageous  to  their  interefts ;  yet  many  among  them 
feel  no  defire  to  co-operate  with  our  Miffionaries  in  promoting  that 
heart-felt  religion  to  which  they  are  unhappily  ftrangers. 

It  is  perhaps  needlefs  to  obferve,  that  thefe  Slaves  are  too  poor 
to  fupport  the  expenfe  with  which  the  preaching  of  the  Gofpel  is 
attended.  In  confequence  of  this,  they  are  entirely  dependent 
upon  your  bounty  \  and  they  have  no  other  means  of  requiting 
your  benevolence,  than  by  offering  to  God  their  conftant  prayers 
for  your  welfare.  In  this  duty,  we  feel  fatisfied  that  they  are  not 
backward  j  and  when  this  is  offered  in  fincerity  and  faith,  whether 
by  a  White  or  Black,  we  cannot  doubt  that  it  will  be  available. 
He  who  has  faid  that  the  “fervent,  effectual  prayer  of  a  righteous 
.man  availeth  much,”  has  made  no  diftin&ion  in  the  colour  of  him 
by  whom  it  is  offered.  Sincerity,  faith,  and  holinefs,  are  all  that 

is  effential  to  infure  the  bleffmg  of  heaven. 

If  motives  of  a  temporal  kind  might  be  urged  as  an  incentive 
to  benevolence,  we  might  advance  many  arguments  to  prove  that 
in  the  prefent  life,  acts  of  liberality  are  not  without  their  reward. 
It  is  not  the  dictate  of  unreafonable  conjecture  to  believe,  that,  in 
many  inftances,  the  temporal  profperiiy  of  thofe  to  whom  we  appeal, 
may  have  been  given  by  the  Father  of  mercies  in  anfwer  to  the 
prayers  which  they  have  enabled  the  pious  Africans  to  offer.  And 
it  is  not  improbable  that  thefe  temporal  bleffmgs  of  Heaven  towards 
you  may  be  fufpended  on  the  pious  liberality  with  which  you  uf@ 
them. 
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But  if  no  motives  of  a  temporal  kind  could  be  urged,  others 
of  a  more  powerful  and  commanding  nature  prefent  themfelves. 
As  an  ample  recompence  for  your  labours  of  love  it  might  be 
fufficient  to  refer  you  to  the  “  Refurreftion  of  the  juft”  It 
is  as  probable  that  this  is  the  laft  time  we  fhall  have  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  appealing  to  many  of  you,  on  this  or  on  any  other 
occafion,  as  it  is  certain  that  feveral  to  whom  we  lately  addreffed 
ourfelves  are  now  no  more.  To  refufe  a  fmall  pittance,  now 
folicited  from  you  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  may 
plant  thorns  under  your  dying  pillow,  and  embitter  your  de¬ 
parting  moments  with  the  ftings  of  remorfe,  which  not  all  your 
wealth  will  then  be  able  to  remove. 

We  do  not  pretend  to  infinuate  that  any  afts  of  liberality 
can  merit  heaven.  This  is  already  purchafed  for  all  believers 
by  the  blood  of  him  in  whofe  name  we  beg.  But  having  re¬ 
deemed  us  by  the  voluntary  offer  of  himfelf,  he  calls  upon  us 
to  imitate  his  bleffed  example,  by  doing  to  his  church  and  caufe 
all  the  fervice  that  is  in  our  power.  Freely  we  have  received 
from  Jefus,  therefore  freely  we  ought  to  give  to  fupport  his 
interefts  among  mankind.  By  fo  doing  we  fhall  comply  with  a 
divine  injun&ion,  imitate  the  example  of  Chrift,  and  lay  up  a  good 
foundation  againft  the  time  to  come. 

That  God  may  open  your  hearts,  and  make  your  liberality  a 
bleffirig  to  thoufands,  as  well  as  to  yourfelves,  that  the  work  of 
the  Lord  may  profper  in  our  hands,  is  the  earned:  prayer  and 
fincere  deftre,  of
